A s th e sw itchbacks of th e Palm s 
to 
Pines H ig h w ay clim b up the 
m ountainside, a view o f th e co u n ­ 
try tow ard S altón Sea opens up, b u t 
if one looks d o w n im m ediately b e ­ 
low the h ighw ay he will sec a c a n ­ 
y o n , a deep canyon, know n as D eep 
C anyon, w hich describes its a p p ea r­ 
ance. 
F a rth e r along the h ig h w ay 
is a small house. 
T h ere o n e is in ­ 
form ed of palm s in th e canyon b e ­ 
low ; and one also learns th a t th e re 
are difficulties in clim bing u p th e 
canyon. 


So last S u n d ay m orning we 
left for D eep C anyon, d riv in g 
ab o u t one m ile on 
the 
In d io 
h ighw ay bey o n d its intersection 
w ith the Palm s to Pines H ig h ­ 
w ay, then tu rn in g to the rig h t, 
follow ing a track, not a road: 
roads are desirable but n o t nec­ 
essary w hen traveling in a small 
desert-going 
car. 
T h e 
tracks 
lead to a collection of bee hives 
so 
we 
sim ply 
tu rn ed 
across 
co u n try to th e left and finally 
intersected w h at appeared to be 
a d esert road leading in th e g en ­ 
eral direction o f the m o u th of 
D eep C anyon. 
W e cam e upon 
a storm w ater control; the road 
clim bed over th e near bank bu t 
n o t th e far bank, so we 
tu rn e d 
rig h t, up th e channel an d final­ 
ly tu rn ed a ro u n d the bank an d 
headed again to w ard D eep C an ­ 
yon. 
O n an d on we bounced, 
dodged and bucked. 


B ut th a t did n o t seem to b o th e r 
th e little old c ar th a t has trav eled 
m ore th an o ne h u n d red and th ir ty 
th o u san d miles, m ost of w h ich has 
been over m o u n tain 
an d 
desert 
roads, dodging stum ps, trees 
and 
boulders and clim bing in an d o u t 
o f stream beds and fighting san d fo r 
m iles and m iles on end. 
O n a n d on 
w e w en t until finally th e boulders 
becam e so large a n d num erous th a t 
fu rth e r progress m eant road b u ild ­ 
ing an d we decided it w ould be eas­ 
ier to w alk th a n build roads. 
T h a t 
im p o rtan t decision is often 
forced 
u p o n on e d u rin g d esert travel aw ay 
from th e m ain roads. 


W e m ade a short side trip 
in to Sheep C anyon south 
of 
o u r destination, th en a i t 
back 
across a m esa covered w ith ch o l­ 
la, to th e low er p a rt of 
D eep 
C anyon w here we found good 
w ater and ate a small 
lunch. 
T h e n began th e hike up 
the 
rocky canyon th a t is interestin g 
every step of th e way. 
B ut th is 
canyon is closed to those p e r­

next Pope w ould he an A m erican , 
he said th a t he did n o t co n sid er th is 
likely, due to conditions in E urope. 
But, I th o u g h t, this m an does n o t

the M attson boy, w ith a tragic clim ax 
paralleling th e Lindbergh case, stuns 
the mind. 
T hat crim e, 
surely, 
is 
enough to shock th e m ost 
callow. 
Many a hardened crim inal, no doubt, 
would like to lay hands on a m an who 
would kill with so little provocation. 
The public hopes th a t the search will 
be quickly successful, and the 
kid­ 
naper will b© speedily 
brought 
to 
justice.” 
“If the top-ranking crim inals of Am­ 
erica w ere taken from the 
various 
prisons and congregated into 
one 
yard,” rem ark s the S anta Cruz Sent­ 
inel, “and if the fiend th at m urdered 
10-year-old Charles M attson w ere de­ 
livered to them th e re would be 
a 
hasty exit of a life unfit for th e low­ 
est stra ta of existence on earth. Even 
the w orst crim inals could have noth­ 
ing but contem pt for this m urderer.” 
Even 
th e 
severest 
penalty 
that 
m ight be m eted out to the kidnaper 
cannot resto re the dead lad to his par­ 
ents, notes the Hum boldt Standard, 
adding: 
“W hat is it in human nature, 
indeed, th a t prom pts the individual to 
such revolting crim es as 
kidnaping 
and w anton m urder? 
How can a per­ 
son be so warped in m ind and so cruel 
in action as to w ant to seize and m ur­ 
der a helpless child? 
W hy can we 
not elim inate those traits from 
the 
race? 
Sortie day, perhaps, we shall 
know the answ er to those questions. 
But not u n til we adopt a less 
com­ 
prom ising attitude tow ard crim e 
in 
general, and insist th a t persons 
of 
crim inal tendencies be isolated from 
society from the m om ent those tend­ 
encies begin to becom e apparent.” 
The crim e staggers the im agination, 
states th e Los Angeles Daily 
News, 
continuing: 
“T hat such 
m onsters 
should infest the earth is alm ost in­ 
credible. 
It is futile to speculate on 
the causes that reduce any hum an be­ 
in g -e v e n th e conscienceless fiend —

Such a law would be a long 
i range protection for m others and fath ­ 
ers in this country, although it would 
seem unfair to the parents 
whose 
child was in the hands of kidnapers 
for the m om ent. 
Only the profit mo­ 
tive impels kidnapers to engage in 
the practice. T he hope of easy money, 
w ithout labor, is the thing th a t mo­ 
tiv ates such acts. 
If you take away 
th e profit m otive— if you m ake it il­ 
legal for any person, under any cir­ 
cum stances to pay ransom , there may 
be few er kidnapers in Am erica.” 
“If the kidnaping has not, by law, 
been made a capital offense in

sta te s of the U nion, it should be.” de­ 
clares the Pasadena Star-News.

A colum nist in W ashington, on 
a 
dull day last week when there seem ed 
nothing p articu lar to w rite 
about, 
w ent foraging for "just anything th at 
would do.” and as usual in such in­ 
stances, turned up with som e in terest­ 
ing facts of the kind th at don’t often 
get in print. 
He w rote: 
“The m ints 
a re running 24 hours a day to keep 
up w ith the dem and of A m ericans for 
change. 
Production of coins in 1936 
broke all records except for 1919, and 
1937 prom ises to turn out m ore than 
ever. L ast year, the mint coined 738,­ 
642,000 pieces of money, as com pared 
w ith 560.760.000 in 1935. 
By far the 
biggest increase was in nickels, pro­ 
duction of w hich nearly doubled—80 
m illion in 1935 and 158 m illion last 
year. 
In 1936 the mint also 
made 
379 million cents. 113 m illion dimes, 
50 million quarters, 21 m illion half­ 
dollars. and no silver dollars.” 
Now 
a philosopher could probably draw all 
so rts of conclusions from this detail­ 
ed report on the "root of all evil.”
